It was beat in this city 
by 1,211 votes, but the country, par-

by about 1,000, Alamedn by 2,400, and 
the argricultural county of Santa Clara 
by 800. 
There are about 30,000 votes 


yet to be heard from, which will prob- 
ably increase the majority for the instru- 
ment.

AFTEK THE KAILROADS.—A Washing- 


ton special says that the Supreme Court 
having affirmed the constitutionality and 
binding force of the Thurman Act, the 
quidunucus are now directing their at- 
tention to one of its sections which pro- 
vides if either the Union Pacific or Cen- 
tral Pacific Railroad Companies shall 
fail to perform its requirements for the 
period of six months after such perform- 
ances may be due, such failure shall 
operate as a forfeiture of all rights, 
privileges, grants and franchises de- 
rived by it from the United States, and 
it shall be the duty of the Attorney Gen- 
eral to cause such forfeiture to be ju- 
dicially enforced. 
It is asserted 'that 


the contract of the Pacific Company has 
already become liable to the enforce- 
ment of this forfeiture. It need hardly 
be added, however, that there is not the 
least probability of the Government's 
undertaking to apply this provision to 
the time during which the question of 
the constitutionality of the whole law 
was being urged forward to decision by 
the Supreme Tribunal.

BLACK HILLS. 


The first discovery of silver in tho 


Black Hills was made on the 14th day 
of July, 1876, on Bear Butte creek, about 
ten miles North of Deadwood, by Hora- 
tio N. and Joseph Merritt, from Jones 
county, Iowa. They were at the time 
prospecting for gold. Specimens of the 
ore were brought into Deadwood, where 
an assaying test showed $161 to the ton 
in silver, with a trace of gold. The 
discoverers at once located Merritt No. 1 
and Merritt No. 2, and the locality was 
soon after swarming with silver hunters, 
who staked off that section in all direc- 
tions with real or supposed silver mines. 
The third lode located was the Florence, 
discovered by Wilson Merritt, a nephew 
of H. N. and Joseph.. With the usual 
ill fortune of" mineral discoverers the 
Merritts were compelled by circumstan/ 
ces to dispose of their valuable finds for 
little or nothing—the three mines net 
ting them less than $1,000. The devel- 
oping work that was at once inaugura- 
ted resulted in demonstrating that the 
silver deposits of Bear Butte creek are 
of immense value, though the proper 
working facilities have not yet been put 
into operation. The Florence is said to 
show immense bodies of rich milling 
ores—though the bulk of the ores oi 
Bear Butte District are of the smelting 
class. The discovery of the 
Little 


Woodchuck silver mine, and other ar- 
gentiferous veins, in Kochford district, 
has given new impetus to silver mining 
interests in the Black Hills, and it is 
probable that the time is near at hand 
when the silver yield there will approxi- 
mate in aggregate annual value the 
gold yield. A company
